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I v/rote this letter to ^im Lesar in the ho^De that he v/ili coiaiiiunicate my concern 
to -i^ud over liis great stupidity of involving liis insolvent assassination inf ormation 
center in Dallas in the obvious fraud perpetrated by Iiici<y White and the also great 
stupidity of sayijig to anyone v/liat amounts to a confession tliat I'd blow the v/hole 
thing up. Jim liad had some ki-id of concern before the press conference, when the center 

was involved earlier, and liad liad iCevin Walsh go dov/n and conduct some investigation. 

Kevin's investigation alone made it apparent tliat the st^y was f.-.bricated falsehood./// 

I don’t know whether Dud Fensterv/ald and the others backing the center can be 
sued over it. Gary iiack thinks the center got some of the 00,000 of oil money that 
I thinlc the piliaen may soon try to recover. I was told yesterday that fiob Ouster, whose 
irrational '^rassy Knoll Gazette turned out a stupid special issue on the White fable^ 
had W5,000 or 010,000 invested in the center. Also that i/lien the center was closed for 
a while it was in a dispute over rent, etc., with tlie mall in wliich it is. iuid that that 
was settled with the center's signing a promissory note for something like 060,0CX). The 
rent, I was told, is ^7 >000 a month. It is utterly insane to tliink that it could take that 
much money in \/ith any tiling it might do to raise money. 

Gary said that the press kit for the press conference cost W2,000. I tliink his 
source was Larry Howard. Steve told me the center is charging 020 for a copy of that 
press Idt and that he is getting one. V/liat Gary xeroxed for me can't liave cost anytliing 
near 020. 

It also was stupid for tlie center to demand inifestigation by the state and maybe 
the Dallas district attorneys because there is a quite visible crime, fraud. That may 
also interest the district attorney in Ilidland, Texas, \/here the oilmen and the Wliites 
live. Gary says he Jiderstands that the State DA said he would look i.iiito it. Personally, 

I hope tliere is a prosecution. It would be the first after many such capers and it night 
deter any in tlie future. 

The Dallas luorning News reporter /who spoke to me last wetik when he was v/orldlng on 
the story that appeared yesterday apiieats froioiwhat '^ary read to me to have taicen some of 
the suggestions made to him eind followed them. Gary a-so seems to have been jjassing some 
of these suggestions on to others. (Digression: story reminds me. I had a long phone con- 
versation with a ft’itish writer named F^ewin who is working on a magazine story on Clay 
Shaw. He says he'll send me a copy.) 

Gary lias been dealin{^/itli an iiP reporter wlio reports tliat for the tvP the story is 
dead. But he learned tliat Wliite had been trying to interest the tuP in such a story long 
ago and lias lied about when he first got the interest and how. 

In the synopsis for a bool^documentary he says he first learned about this Erom 
"John Doe", who told liim tliat he and the father \;ere both contract agents and at ^east the 
father was a JFK assassin for the CIA. (V/liich is wli^^ the Gla issued its unusual denial.) I 
know who the man is and Gary does and ^ary says the man is so outraged tliat even though 
he cannot prove that White used liis name he has gotten a lav/yer to sue V^hito. \,He told 
V/alsh that V/hite is a liar and Fensterv/ald and’ikiS others knew tliis quite some time before 
the incredible press conference.) He is Fhilip Dale Jordan. 

One of the unimaginable stupidities was to include in the press kit a Dallas police- 
record giving iioscoe V/hite^s addres^wlien he v/as a policeman. Tliis is because one of the 
fabricated touches to malce the story appealing to publishers and the press is tiiat J.D. 
Tippit, the policeman killed after JllC v/as IcLlled, and the VHiites were neighbors and 
friends, Tliis record proves v/liat i v/as able to prove from the plione book, , that it is a 
lie. But the center iaiew it v/as a lie and yet proceeded. U hCtt .l/tyo 
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Oary v/qs uncertain about wliat triggered the Wall Street Journal’s interest in the 
publishing end but tliinks it might be that a hew lork publisher had been a.jproaclied or 
was interested in the v/hite nonsense. 

Somebody in the center is talicing to Sary. Gary had been involved witli Bud's 
V/ashington A.ssassination BtgRxacKKk ^ircliive and Research Center but quit over wliat he 
regards as dishonest and illegal, their selling copies of a British assassination docu- 
mentary that is copyrighted and they'd been told not to distribute. 

i tliinlc it is ^'*igel 'burner's. Gary says turner had been in the country working 
for several weeks on the .ihite story. 

Gary says that the center or those connected with it arranged for tlie docuraentary 
producer '^liver "^tone to see White and get interested in his story and that it flew liim 
to L.k. to see Stone. TMs wonit help them a bit if there is a fraud cliarge or suit. 

My impression is that v*hite is not smart enough to have made all of tliis up by 
himself and tliat liis wife miglit be tliat smart. I suspect that -?ud et al may have M^dcx 
tried to flesh what White told them out and tliat he, they or both got the fatlier's 
A’^r ine s records • t{y\ 4 ^ ' 

Anyone reading wliat Wliite said at the press conference and the synojisis for the 
book with any knowledge at all about the unquestionable facts of the official investi- 
gations lias to recognize very fasj^tliat^^l^te knows iVo thing at all about wliat is beyond 
question and yet -^ud and liis ceiiter^^owiiig^ tha^ Wliite 's account of how liis father killed 
tippit is completely^impossible. Supposedly when it happened Ilo^co^ White was driving 
"Bippit and Oswald to the ^^^ed Bird Airport to escape. (On the fiction a fiction because 
they’d never liave been v/here Tippit was Icilled if they'd been aiming at that airport.) 

The ked Bird Airport appears in onli/" one book tliat I recall, -^"opkin’s The Second 
9swald. White says that the third assassin v/as named Saul and was in the Dallas County 
'^ourts building when he fired at JIIC. That is cribbed, luiiquely, from Hugh kcDonal'd 
Appointment in Dallas. In what Inside Edition did not air, when I wc*nt into this, the 
^'hites cafimed not to liave read any booic on the assassination. Bud at least knev7 the 
origins of these ti/o canards because he helped both ^KiDonald and |?opkin and read their 
books.
